Abbott Laboratories will ibreak 
ground -'tomorrow (Thursday) 'at 
North Chicago for a major Research 
Center addition, the; largest single 
construction . project jin its /70-year 
history./ An eight story structure of 
glass and steel "curtain-wali" ex- 
terior, it will more than double the 
space available for all phases of 
pharmaceutical research, develop- 
ment, and control. . 
* 'This is a major step in a project- 
ed five-year $20,000,000 capital ex- 
pansion program," George R, Cain, 
President and General Manager, an- 
nounced. "The building will be at 
the same time a legacy from those 
Abbott people who have made. such 
progress ' possible and, a workshop 
for the Abbott scientists today and 
tomorrow who wilb carry oh the 
quest for new weapons against suf- 
fering and disease. We look upon 
it as a symbol of our faith In the 
future." 

President Cain reported the new 
building will enable Abbott to build 
the staffs of its scientific divisions 
from about 600 to more than 1,000 
scientists and technicians. He said 
that the new facilities, added to 
those now operating, will give Ab- 
bott one of the finest research cen- 
ters of its kind. 

Construction is expected to take 
from 18 to 20 months. Plans were 
drawn by the Chicago architectural 
firm of Naess and Murphy. Bids 
were opened last Wednesday, and 
the general contract has been 
awarded to the Turner Construction 
Company.

Prices and Human Effort 

As everyone knows, prices have risen substan- 
tially in late years and. on the basis of the most recent 
reports, the trend is still upward. 
> In spite of that, the average factory worker has 
gained almost an hour of food purchasing power since 
1952. 

A food chain* association tells the story. It took 
a typical bag of food, consisting of dairy products, 
smoked and fresh meats, canned and fresh vegetables, 
and other products in universal use. In 1952, that bag 
cost S9.17. and a typical worker could earn the money 
in five hours and. 41 minutes. In April of this year, 
the bag cost $9.24. But the worker could earn it in 
four hours and 44 minutes — a gain of^nearly an hour. 
It is certainly true, as an association officer has 
said, that "the best way of measuring prices is against 
the amount of effort required to earn the prdduct." 
In the case of food, increases in pay have outrun in- 
creases in price. Various factors have contributed to 



that situation— and; onei of them is intense competition 
in retailing.

THE INDIANS IN LAKE COUNT* 

Although various tribes of In- 
dians [had a t pre vlau 3 times roamed 
these 'parts, -Jit was primarily ythe 
Pottawatomies who inhabited Lake 
County ; when, by. the vtreaty^iof 
1833 held at Chicago, these lands 
wore ceded to the government end 
became public land, open to settle; 
ment by white people. 

The Pottawatomies were one of 
the largest and most powerful of 
the Indian tribes of the Northwest 
iTeitritoryr~They,--along with^the 
Ottawas and the Chippewas, consti- 
tuted the three subdivisions of the 
Qjibwas who in turn represented a 
numerous family of the Algonquin 
nation, m : .7-"-- S| 'H"A '\m ■■■= , -. 

Originally holding lands arouncV 
Gr«en Bay, they as early las 1678 
egan spreading southwards along 
the west shore of Lake Michigan. 
By '1821 they were represented as 
thinly scattered in tents over a very 
great, extent of country, stretching 
from the "Menomonees of Mi lie- 
;wacI^!^nd_the^^innebagos2 of 
Green Bay, down around" the 
head of Lake Michigan beyond the 
St. Joseph river to the Headwaters 
of the Maumee and the Wabash in 
the land of the Miamis; and to- 
wards the west, their territories ex- 
tended to Rock River and both sides 
of the Illinois to the lands of the 
Sacs and Foxes~ori the Mississippi. 

The meaning of their name is, 
"We are making a lire," the words 
being a translation into the Potta- 
watomie language of the. name first 
given to the tribe by the Miamis. 
They were divided into four branch- 
es, or clans, called by names which 
signify, respectively, the golden 
carp, the tortoise, the crab and the 
frog. These Indians were tall, 
fierce and haughty. 

Father Allouez described them as 
idolatrous and polygamous, yet pos- 
sessing a rude civility and as being 
kindly disposed towards the French. 
This friendship continued unbroken 
until the expulsion of the French 
from the Northwest. 

They fought on the side of the 
French in the French and Indian 
war, and later aided in capturing 
and reducing the British posts. But 
during the war of 1812 they actively 
supported "the British against the 
incoming Americans. They were 
also prominent at the Chicago mas- 
sacre, 1812. 

In 1821, and even later, Wisconsin 
and the northeasterly portion of 
Illinois were inhabited, for the most 
part, only by Indians. On the oc- 
casion of a treaty held at Chicago 
in that year, they assembled from 
all quarters to the number of 3,000. 
Straggling parties were seen every- 
where, proceeding to the appointed 
place, usually on horseback, and 
decorated, according to the Indian 
taste, with medals, silver bands, 
and feathers. An early day parti- 
cipant of the event tells us, that 
"the gaudy and showy dresses of 
these troops of Indians, with the 
jingling caused by the striking of 
their ornaments, and their spirited 
manner of riding, created a scene as 
novel as it was interesting. Pro- 
ceeding from all parts of a very ex- 
tensive circle of country, like rays 
converging to a focus, the nearer 
We approached, the more compact 
and concentrated the body .became; 
and we found our cavalcade rapidly 
augmented, and consequently the 
dust, confusion and noise increased 
at every by-path which intercepted 
our way." y 

The Pottawatomies were parties to 



the final treaty at Chicago in 1833 
which saw the last of the Indian 
owned land of Illinois taken over 
by the white man. By it, the 
northeast corner i of Illinois was 
ceded, including the land of Lake 
County. L> ; , 1 "' .- ■ 
■This tribe was among the last to 
remove fibeyondS the Mississippi] 
River, their final emigration not 
taking place until 1838. In 1 046 the 
scattered: fragments i of I this once 
powerful; and numerous tribe coal- 
esced with those of the Chippewas 
and Ottawas, and formed the Potta 
watomie nation. 

They ceded all their lands, wher 
ever located, to the ty; 3. for $800,-] 
000, agreeing to accept 676,000 acres' 
in -Kansas in -lleu-of ~$87j000 of this 
amount. Through the rapacity, and 
trespasses of white settlers, this res- 
ervation was soon dismembered, and 
the lands passed into other hands. 
In 1867; under an enabling act of 
Congress, l ,400 of the nation, then 
estimated at 2,500, became citizens.

Both men are highly qualified by 
study and experience in physical 
fitness and health. Tipton has 
helped to conduct 4-H tests during 
four summers previous to this year. 
A physical education teacher, he 
has spent the past two years at the 
University Rehabilitation Labora- 
tory reconditioning paraplegics and 
polio patients.; 

Berger has been active in youth 
groups, youth camps, and as a 
coach for weight lifters. He recent-. 
ly won the National Intercollegiate 
weight-lifting championship in his 
weight class. He. has studied the 
physiology of exercise and at pres- 
ent is a research assistant in physi- 
cal education at the University. 
Both men are working toward their 
doctor's degree. 

During the field night, these men 
will test the physical fitness of 4-H 
members and then instruct them in 
methods to improve their scores. 
The health H is an important and 
often neglected part of the 4-H pro- 
gram. Usually about 10 per cent of 
the 4-H members participate, and 
their, average level of fitness is low- 
er than It should be. Just because 
boys and girls live in the country 
is ^no reason to assume that they 
are physically fit — in fact, there is 
much evidence to show that they are 
less fit than many urban children. 

Parents are urged to attend this 
field day and learn how to use the 
growth chart that will be given each 
boy and girl.

Board members expressed a de- 
sire to confer with an attorney re- 
garding their ministerial functions 
and quasi-judicial duties and re- 
sponsibilities in the light of amend- 
ments to the school code that grant 
local boards of education broader 
powers in the exchange of school 
properties. 

, The Board of School Trustees is 
the custodian of physical properties 
of the 56 grade schools, and. 14 high 
schools in Lake County. 

County School, Supt. W. C. Petty, 
Antioch, sits with the board.

The Council said it acted on an /. 
analysis by the Lake County Civic 
League and its recommendation. 

In a letter to the Antioch Board 
of Education, Bruce Trester, execu- 
tive secretary of the Civic League, 

stated: 

"At present, it appears that addi- 
tional taxing power of -10c would be 
sufficient to meet the annual antici- 
pated deficits of the next few years." 

Deficit May Reach $125,000 

The Citizens' Council unanimous- 
ly endorsed the finance committee* 
report which pointed out that the 
school's deficit for the year just 
ended is about $28,000. The report 
continued, "Even with an immedi- 
ate raise in the tax rate limitation, 
we will be approximately $86,000 . 
in the red before any tax money can 
be realized from a higher rate, and 
if we wait more than % x k months 
before we -approve a raise, our defi- 
cit will reach about $125,000 before 
such increased taxes would be avail- 
able." 

The discussion which followed this 
report emphasized the need for im- 
mediate action. A 10c increase in 
the educational fund was seen as 
a stopgap measure to prevent fur- 
ther accumulation of the deficit. As 
the effect of new multipliers and 
new tax collection methods become 
•more definite a revised estimate of* 
needs will be forecast. The Council 
concurred with the Civic League 
that the district's financial future is 
hard to predict, but that at least 10c 
is needed to keep the deficit in 
check. 

The Council's recommendation 
now goes to the Board of Education 
which is expected to take official 
action at their next regular meeting.

A Solemn Pontifical High Mass 
at 10 o'clock will highlight a day 
of festivities at St. Benedict's Ab- 
bey on Friday, July 11!
